A CLOSE SHAVE.

An Innocent Man's Narrow Escape from 
* the Gallows. 
{Harrisburg (Pa) Cor. N. Y. Times. 

In 1843 a young man named Conrad Winter 
was sent to the penitentiary for six years from 
one of the border counties of Maryland, it 
having been proved that he had been engaged 
foralong time in an organized system of 
sheep stealing in the neighborneod, by which 
the farmers had lost much valuable stock. 
Winter was at the time bound to a woman 
named Goodwin, who lived near Parkston, 
Md., and he claimed that he had committed 
the crimes of which he was convicted under 
orders from his mustress. After his impris- 
opment there was no more sheep stealing in 
the community, and Winter and his crimes 
were soon forgotten. ; 

One day in the fall of 1849, a lady, the wife 
of a farmer named Charles Cooper, who lived 
about two miles from Parkston, was in the 
village making some purchases. She bought, 
among other things, a pair of shoes for her- 
self. When she left the store to walk home, 
it was nearly dark. She carried an alpacs 
umbrelia with a stain on one side ofit. Her 
purchases were in u paper package. Mrs. 
Cooper was fond of snuff, and carried a hand- 
some silver box, which she had filled at the 
store. Shedid notreach home that night. 
Search being made for her, her dead body 
was found next evening in a lonely spot by 
the roadside, covered up with brush. The 
back of her head had been crushed 
in by a heavy blow with a club or stone. Her 
umbrella and package were gone, as was also 
her silver snuff-Lox. A stranger had tramp- 
ed through the village in the forenoon, and it 
was remembered that he had an umbrella and 
a paper parcel. It was at once believed that 
he was the murderer of Mrs. Ceoper, and 
measures were taken tocapture him. Beyond 
the fact that travelers goiug toward Parkston, 
onthe York road, had met two men traveling 
together, both carrying umbrelias and each 
with a parcel, and both appearing in the jol- 
liest of humor wherever seen, no trace of any 
suspicious stranger could be found. De- 
tectives were then employed to investigate the 


case. 

Paul Kunkel, in 1849, had been a resident 
of York, Penn., for several years. He was an 
industrious man, bearing a character beyona 
reproach. He had a wife and three children, 
and the whole family were devout Catholics. 
They had a comfortable home, and the genial 
nature of Paul made him a great favorite. Ia 
the fall of 1849, a brother of his, wh! had been 
in York for some time, resolved to return to 
Germany. As he intended to take the vessel 
at Baltimore, Paul accompanied him to that 
city, and after seeing him off started to return 
on foot to York, leaving Baltimore at a very 
early hour in the moruimg. He carried a 
common umbrella, and had under his arm a 

aper package containing articles he had 

ought in Baltimore for bis wifeand children. 
Paul passed directly by the spot where Mrs. 
Cooper's body was found a few hours sub- 
sequently, and went on through Parkston. A 
mile orso bevond that piace he came up to a 
man sitting by the roadside. The stranger 
arose, spoke to Kunkel, and as he was also a 
German and going in the direction of York, 
the two walked on together. It was not long 
before the men were quite well acquainted. 
The stranger said his name was Winter. He 
had an umbrella and asmall parcel. He offer- 
ed to exchange his umbrella for tae one Kun 
kel carried, and as the former was much 
more valuable than Paul's, he had no hesi- 
tation in agreeing to the trade. The men 
trudged merrily along the road, attracting the 
attention of all whom they met by their sing- 
ing and good-natured greetings. When they 
reached York, Winter expressed a desire to 
remain in the place a day or two. and Kun- 
kel invited him to make his house his stop- 

ing-place. Winter accepted the invitation. 
He was treated with great hosp'tality by the 
Kunkel family. He remained with them two 
days, in the meantime creating no little 
amusement for them by insisting on exchang- 
ing valuable articles in his possession for 
others of little or no value belonging to the 
family. lle traded a new pain of women’s 
shoes for an old flannel shirt, and insiste ! 
on presenting one of the children with a 
handsome silver snuff-box. This Kunkel re- 
fused to permit him to do, on the ground that 
the child had no use for a snuff-box. After 
leaving a number of articles with the family, 
Winter took hisleave. Two days afterward 
Kunkel was followed home from his work by 
two men. They were detectives, and arrest- 
ed him on the charge of murdering Mrs. 
Cooper. The house was searched. The um- 
brella with the stain on it was found and 
identified as the property of the murdered 
woman. The shoes were also found. 
Kunkel had heard of the murder from 
Winter; and when he found himself 
charged with the terrible crime he saw at once 
that he had been made the victim of the real 
assassin. The thought of his fearful situation 
so affected his mind that he was unable to 
give any connected orlucid explanation of the 
circumstances that pointed so strongly to him 
as the murderer, and his wife could tell noth- 
ing aboutthe meeting of her husband with 
Winter. as he had told her nothing in relation 
toit. She told how the shoes came tobe in 
the house, but in her terror made her story 
contradictory and mysterious, and it had no 
effect. Kunkel was lodged in York jail, 
and was subsequently taken to Balti- 
more. He was in prison ten months, during 
which time he could not be brought 
to give any satisfactory account of his move- 
ments after leaving Baltimore, and his coun- 
sel and friends had nothing to rely on for their 
case except his good character. This availed 
nothing, and Paui Kunkel was convicted of 
the murder and sentenced to be hanged the 
following September, about a year from the 
time the crime had been committed. Executive 
clemency could not be obtained, althougo the 
Bishop of Philadelphia earnestly interested 
himself in Kunkel’ case among other promi- 
nent and influential persons. All hope was 
gone for the unfortunate man, when, 
eignt days before the dy set 
for the execution, Kunkel’s counsel was 
astonished tö receive a message from the 
doomed man soliciting an immediate iater- 
view. The counsel, on entering Paul’s cell, 
saw that a most remarkable change had come 
overhim. His mind had cleared, and, for the 
first time, he seemed to realize the horror of 
his situation. For the first time, also, he 
was able to gve his counsel a connected state- 
ment of his movements from the time he left 
Baltimore. He described Winter m nutely, 
and satisfied his counsel at once that he was a 
victim of a heartiess scheme. Detectives 
were immediately set to work in all directions 
searching for Winter, but notrace of him 
could be found. 

Winter, being unable to force the silver 
snuff. box on the Kunkel family, took it with 
him when he Ieft their house. He went from 
York to Asbland, Penn., where he obtained 
work in adlacksmita shop. Working lu the 
rame was a map from Baltimore, who was 
well acqualnted with the Kunkel murder trial,

possession, Winter had remarked that that 
was evidence enough to harg any man. When 
Winter’s fellow-workman read the story that 
Kunkel was finally able to tell, singularly 
enough he did not suspect that the missing 
Winter was the man he was working with. It 
was not untii three days afterward that the 
truth broke upon him, and then only through 
a fatal act on the part of Winter. Tne latter, 
on the day in question, took a silver snuff- 
box from his pocket, and, taking a pinch of 
snuff from it, handed it to his fellow- 
workman. When this man opened the 
box, the - first thing that arrested his 
attention was the word Cooper en- 

raved on the inside of the lid. Instantly the 
horrible truth that this was the murdered wo- 
man’s box, and that the real murderer was 
his companion in the shop, broke upon the 
mind of the workman, He dropped the box 
to the ground, and the orig that he turned on 
Winter told the latter that he and his guilt 
were known. Winter rushed for the door, 
but his companion followed and caught him, 
and shouted to a passer-by to get an officer. 
Winter ‘was seeured, and the Maryland 
authorities, who had failed to fiad any 
trace of the murderer, were informed of 
his capture. He was taken to Baltimore, and 
a respite granted to Kunkel. Winter was 
tried and convicted. On the scaffold he con- 
tet sed the crime. He suid he had returned 
from prison to avenge himself on Mrs. Good- 
win, his old mistress. As he was walking 
along the road, near Parkston, he saw a wo- 
man ou the road ahead of him. He believed 
her to be Mrs. Goodwin. Hestole upon her, 
crushed her skull with a heavy stone, 
and dragged her to the roadside. He 
then saw that his victim was not Mrs. 
Goodwin. He took the dead woman’s 
umbrella, shoes, snuff-box, and other articles, 
and covered the body with brush. He staid 
all pightin the woous. When be saw Kunkel 
next day he conceived the idea of casting sus- 
peers on bim as the murderer, and placed 

im in possessign of the murdered woman’s 
property with that end in view. 

Paul Kunkel was legally extricated from 


kel 
from 


his terrible position. e lived to become oue 
ofthe best and most respected citizens of 
York, his denth in that citv on Saturdsy last, 
atthe age of seventy-nine, having recalled 
this memorable incident in his life.

Louise Lateau’s remarkable career as a mir- 
acle-worker has come to a sad and sudden 
ending. It was on a Friday in 1864, when she 
was fourteen years old, that blood first appear- 
ed on the healthy skin of her insteps, on the 
backs of her hands, on her forehead, and on 
the left side of her chest. The phenomenon 
would have been a singular one if it had stood 
alone. but it was repeated on each Friday for 
an indetinite period, and often occurred under 
conditions which were prescribed by a com- 
mission of the Royal Academy of Belgium, 
and which make denial of the facts impos- 
sible. Often, too, she fell into ecstaciés, from 
which even cruel means failed to rouse her. 
During these trances she said she 
was plunged into a vast flood of light. in 
which she saw the several scenes of the Pas- 
ion on the cross, the Disciples, the holy wo- 
men, the Jews and the soldiers. The doctors 
said the woman was hysterical, and pointed 
to other strange cases in their books. But 
the priests had their precedents, too, and 
they said Louise was a worker of miracles 
and a holy woman. Once taken under the 
care of the Church, it might have been 
thought that she was secure against all earthly 
mutations, and as well entitled to canoniza- 
tion as St. Francis of Assisi, barring only 
the fact, as stated by St. Bonaventura, that 
ein the midst of the wounds on St. Frau- 
cis’s hands, in the flesh and cellular 
tissue, were nails, precisely like iron 
nails.” Butnowitseems that she has sud- 
denly fallen into such disgrace with the Pope 
himself that she has been excommunicated, 
to the utter annihilation, of course, of all her 
prospects of promotion to post-mortem hon- 
os. Her ability to exude blood is stated te 
continue unimpaired, but she refuses to trans- 
fer ber ailegiance to the recently appointed 
Bi-bop of Tournai, and is formally anathe- 
matized for heretical disobedience te the 
Papal decree dismissing his predecessor. It 
is to be boped that her di-grace is only tem- 
porary, fora miracle-worker holding in one 
hand n ecclesiastical certificate of her pro 
ficiency and in the other hand her sentence of 
excommunication is a painful and confusing 
spectacle.

he | The First Locomotive Engine Ever Run 


im America. 
{From the New York Timgs.] 


The firstengine to draw a railway train on 
this continent was run at Honesdale, Penn. 
August 8, 1829, on the newly-finished r 
connecting the Lackawanna coal fields: with 
tide water by way of the Delaware and Hud- 
son Ca This was the first road of gny con- 
sequence in the Republic to adopt practically 
the economic system of inclined planes and 
gravity locomotion, since adopted by engineers 
wherever practicable. At that time railways 
were just beginning to attract the attention of 
capitalists. The Liverpool and Manchester 
Road, the pioneer enterprise of the kind, had 
been for some time building, and was near 
completion. George Stephenson’s experi- 
ments with sieam machines for roads 
were watched throughout civiliza- 
tion with the deepest interest. La 1828 John 
B. Jervis, chief engineer of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal, sent his assistant, Horatio 
Allen, to England to investigate the applica- 
tion of steam to land transportation. Alien 
became convinced that Stephenson’s ideas 


were destined to revolutionize commerce, and’ 


he, therefore, boughtfor the canal company 
three engines to be used on the initial railway 
in the United States. In May, 1829, the first 
‘of the engines was landed here, was put to- 
gether by Allen, and exhibited at the foundry 
for some weeks. It was queer-!ooking enough, 
having four wheels connected by side 
rods. Vertical cylinders on each side 
of the rear end of the boiler communi- 
cated motion to a vast walking- beam, attached 
to the side-rods of the driving-wheels by oth- 
er long iron rods. The engine was, indeed. so 
covered with rods and joints that it resambled 
a vast grasshopper. Having been delivered 
at Honesdale in due season, Allen had it put 
on the track, consisting of hemlock rails, 8 by 
10 inches thick, 4 feet 3 inches apart, and 
spiked to hemlock ties with 10 feet space be- 
tween them. The engine weighed 7, instead 
of3 tums, as had been agreed upon; the 
rails had been warped, and as the 
road crossed the Lackawaxen River, 
alter a sharp curve, on a slender hemlock 
trestle, which, 1t was believed, would not 
support the engine, Allen was besought not 
to imperil his life on it. He knew there was 
danger, but, ambitious to connect his name 
witb the first railwav in America, he deter- 
mined to take the risk. He ran the engine up 
and down along the coal dock forafew min- 
utes and theninvited some one of the large 
assembly present to accompany him. No- 
body accepted, and, pul.ing the throttle valve 
open, he said good bye to the crowd, and 
dashed away from the village around the ab- 
rupt curve, and over the trembling trestle, 
amid deafening cheers at the rate 
of fiiteen miles an hour. The 
Stourbridge Lion, as the engine 
was name d, from its place of facture, was 
attached, after the trial, to trains ef coal 
cars, and drew them satisfactorily on the 
docks. But it could not be employed to ad- 
vantage on so slight a railway, which could 
not be fitted to the engine on account of the 
expense required. 
placed in a shanty on the docks, aad staid 
there for years. Finally, it was taken to 
pieces, its boiler being carried to Carbondale 
and put in a foundry, where it is stili in use. 
Tbe other two engines shared the same fate. 
John B. Jervis is still living, at eighty and 
upward, at Rome, in this Staie, and Horatio 
Allen, over seventy, resides at Orange. N. J.

PROSPERO SAVED. 


The Famous Trotter Not Dead as Ex- 
pected. 
From the Philadelphia Times. | 
Prospero, the famous $20,000 trotter, whom 


| several newspapers had killed off to the tune 


of half column obituaries, still lives, and what 
is more, he has every probability in. favor of 
his early and complete recovery. Prospero 
is owned by William M. Parks, of Brook- 
lyn, who, in March last sent him over to 
Philadelphia to the stables of John E. 
Turner, to be putin condition for the spring 
and summer races. s had then a 
slight discharge from the rigbt nostril, which 
was not considered serious. Subsequently, 
however, he seemed to grow worse and a few 
weeks ago his owner was notified and had 
him transferred to the stables of Mr. Hatch, 
in Camden, where the services of Dr. Miller, 
of that place, were engaged to attend him. In 
addition Mr. Parks sent over from New York 
Dr. Lieutard, a professor in the New York 
Veterinary College. The New York doctor, 
after looking at the horse, pronounced it a 
case of “big bead“ and went back and so re- 
ported to the horse’s owner. There is noth- 
ing more fatal among the equine species than 
„pig head.“ 

Mr, Parks telegraphed to Dr. Miller in 
Camden to put the animal out of misery in as 
painless a manner as possible and bury him 
on the spot where he died. It was Wednes- 
day morning last that this telegram was sent 
and most of the New York newspapers and 
sporting papers hearing of it, at once conclud- 
ed that Prospero’s last course was run and 
prepared his obituary, giving him full credit 
for all the trotting he had ever done and also 
giving his pedigree. Fortunately, however, 
Dr. Miller had gone to New England 
on business and did not get the telegram ua- 
til his retu n, aday or two later. Regarding 
the instructions as final, however, he began 
to make preparation for carrying them out. 
Yesterday morning Dr. Gadsden, by request 
of Dr. Miller, went over to see the execution. 
As soon as Dr. Gadsden saw the animal he 
said it was not suffering from big head“ at 
all, but from disease of the molar teeth, and 
that it was a shame to kill him. A New York 
dentist bo was present agreed with him. 

Dr. Gadsden pointed out that the discharge 
from the animal’s nostrils proceeded from 
the soreness at the roots ofthe diseased mo- 
lars, and from nothing else. They took out 
the third, fifth and sixth teeth, and, true 
enough, they were found to be badly 
diseased; otherwise the animal looked well 
enough. Dr. Gadsden feels positive that with 
proper care and treatment Prospero wiil re- 
cover. 


The Chauging Missouri River.

The town of Covington, lowa, is literally a 
doomed city. Situated on the bend of the 
Missouri River, the banks are gradually being 
eaten away, and the ground on which the 
Court-house stood a vear ago is now covered 
by many feet of fast flowing water. The cut- 
ting away is dome by fits and starts. A week 
ago Sunday the current set inshore and took 
off a strip of land thirty feet wide 
in a few hours. No invasions 
were made for another week. when 
another slice Wus cut off. Then about half a 
dozen buildings were moved back some thirty 
feet, and the next day the land on which they 
had stood was all gone. The citizens have 
tried to moor trees and logs to the bank in the 
hope of forming a barrier for the flood, but 
the currentis soswift andthe water so deep 
that these attempts have failed. To give aa 
idea of what the town of Covington has suf- 
fered in the past five vears,the case of the 
ferryhouse and the principal hotel may be in- 
stanced. Two years ago there were 600 feet 
of land between the building and the river 
bank; now you can toss a stone out of the hotel 
window into the river, and the buildings are 
now being put on rollers for removal.

A Visit to Newstead Abbey. 
L. J. Jennings in the New York World. | 

The present entrance-hall of Newstead is 
part of the old crypt of the monastery, and ig 
now filled with stuffed animals and birds shot 
by Mr. Webbin various parts of the world, 
for Mr. Webb appears to have been a mighty 
hunter in his earlier days. On the floor I 
noticed two large blocks of coal with dates 
written upon them. It was explained to me 
that these were samples of the black dia- 
monds“ which have been found under New- 
stead during the last few years, luckily for 
the present owner of the estate. Colonel 
Wildman, who bought it of Byron, ruined 
himself over the property, and was obliged to 
sell it for less than a third of what it had cost 
bim. Mr. Webb will practically get the whole 
estate for nothing and a handsome os 
revenue into the bargaip, for he has already 
madeenough profit out ofthe coal beneata 
Newstead to pay forthe purchase of it. A 
seam four feet nine inches in depth has been 
found on the estate, and it would take gen- 
erations to work it out. If the wicked 
lord’’ had only hit upon tbis discovery—or 
the great poet himself for that matter! Either 
of them would soon have made the money fly. 

At the top of a narrow stonestaircase on the 
left ofthe hall is Byron’s old bed-room, ad- 
joining his dressing-room, with the furniture 
which he used left quite unchanged. There 
on the walls is the portrait of his servant, Joe 
Murray, a bluff and hearty-lookin fellow, 
smoking a long pipe; there, also, is the pugil- 
ist, Jackson, in a long-tail blue coat, and got 
up in “*go-to-meeting’’ clothes, but looking 
in spite of them every incha ‘‘bruiser.’’ By- 
ron’s bedstead, toilet service, shaving glass 
and other articles are where-he left them, and 
close by is the“ ghosts“ room,“ where his page 
slept. These rooms have been described time 
after time, and I shall do no more than refer 
briefly to them, with special reference to any 
changes that have been made during recent 
years. The library is never shown to ng * 
ers, but I was kindly permitted to see it. It 
is along, low room over the cloisters of the 
Abbey and opens on to a balcony from which 
there is a beautiful look out over the green 
space within the ruined chapel. Here the 
east window has a very noble appearance 
and Boatswain’s grave isalso insight, an 
many fine trees, among them a grand cedar. 
This is altogether a charming nook. From 
the library | went through various bed- rooms, 
among othersthe one in which Edward the 
Third is said to have slept while on his way 
tothe North ‘‘while yet the Church was 
Rome’s.’’ I remarked in this room a fine old 
carved bedstead with the date 1533 upon it. 
In the day rooms now used by the family 
there are Byron relics, described by Ir- 
ving and others, together with some more re- 
cent additions, the most interesting of which 
is perhaps the cap worn by Livingstone on his. 
last journeys—old, weather-beaten, mended 
with twine and telling in itself a touching 
story of 2 and suffering. The African 
attendants of Livingstone in his last illness 
were entertained at Newstead by Mr. Webb 
and Mr. Stanley with them. A tree planted 
by Livingstone is in the grounds, and another 
by Mr. Stanley... The oak planted by Byron 
on one side of tbe lawn is nowa tine large 
tree, but is decidediya disfigurement tothe 
lawn, and no wonder that th Col. Wild- 
man and Mr. Webb have repeatedly talked 
of cutting it down.

Power From Cold Air. 
From the New York Herald. |] 


In 42 and 44 New street, yesterday, the 
Cloud Engine Company had on exhibition 3 
common stationary engine, whose power, it is 
claimed, was greatly increased by the sudden 
— * of cold air into the steam cylinder 
with the steam. The cold air, President Has- 
brouck explained, is pees by an air pump 
fastened to the side of the cylinder and work- 
ed by a peculiar eccentric on the shaft, and 
then is forced into the cylinder while the 
steam is admitted by the regular steam pipe. 
On Tuesday last 385 pounds of coal were used 
in making 18,668 revolutions of the flv-wheé) 
in using steam alone. Onthe nextday 270 
pounds of coal were used in making 20, 793 
revolutions ofthe fly-wheel. Itis proved, 
Mr. Hasbrouck says, that 30 per cent less coal 
is used than in the pure steam process, while 
10 per cent more workis atthe same time 
obtained. A saving of 37 per cent of coal 1s 
effected. The reason why the power is in- 
creased by introducing air, it is explained, is 
that the latent heat in the steam is suddenly 
released by the admission of cold air, and this 
extra force is immediately utilized.

Visitors to Pine Grove Cemetery at Milford, 
Mass., are much surprised to see a swan 
standing on agrave near a child’s rocking 
horse. The swan utters ashrickif any one 
attempts to approach the grave.

THE COMMITTLE OF FIFTEEN. 


The largely attended meeting of leading 
citizens which took place last night in par- 
lor 22 of the Lindell Hotel fully attested 
the very deep and general interest which 
has been aroused in the matter of a correct 
census. The fiasco which followed the 
ill-@@rected efforts of Supervisor Salomon 
and his incompetent assistants had 
become so palpable to everybody 
that there was none to dispute the 
statement that the census thus far was a 
failure anda fraud. There was a feeling 
that an incalculable wrong was about to be 
done and that there should be an earnest 
and concentrated effort to avert it. It was 
not an indignation meeting. Mr. Hays 
very properly presented the case when he 
said that if the present returns were not 
amended and corrected St. Louis would 
fall from the grade of a third to that of 
a seventh rate city and that such a retro- 
gression would work irreparable damage to 
our commercial and industrial interests. 

The action of the citizens took a practi- 
cal turn when Mr. Stanard’s resolution to 
appoint a committee of flfteen to consider 
and agree upon the best means for taking a 
correct official census of the city was 
adopted. This committee was organ- 
ized to-day and will at once 
enter upon the work assigned to it. How 
much of its labors will be accepted by the 
Supervisor remains to be seen, but we 
hope Mr. Salomon will feel himself fully 
authorized to co-operate with the commit- 
tee. There cannot now be any doubt that 
his enumerators have failed to perform the 
work allotted to them with anything akin 
to completeness. The number of fam-

THE fact that the gallery crowds at the 
Cincinnati Convention are smaller and less 
enthusiastic than those which packed the 
Exposition Hall in Chicago on the 2d of 
June is commented on by the journalistic 
chroniclers of small beer who have an idea 
that noise stands for everything in politics. 
There are many reasons why the Cincin- 
nati Convention should be a more orderly 
and composed assemblage than the one 
which met in Chicago. There wasa great 
contest between Imperialism and Repub- 
licanism in the Chicago Convention. The 
whole country was alarmed bv the attempt 
of the whisky-ring thieves and the ex-office- 
holders, working in conspiracy, to break 
down the traditions of the land. The 
movements of the third-termers in the dirgc- 
tion of packing and bulldozing the conven- 
tion had attracted the attention of. every- 
body for months. In addition to this the 
struggle at Chicago was between two great 
mobs of capitalists. The corporations were 
represented there, and their millions drew 
the vicious idlers of the party who have 
nothing to do but enjoy convention debauch- 
ery. The bitter fight in the city of Chicago 
between local press and politicians was 
enough to turn the town upside down. The 
hatreds and heartburnings engendered by 
this mammoth convention are still mani- 
fest and the Republican party will pay 
dearly for. the excitement it stirred up at 
Chicago. At Cincinnati there is caimness 
and deliberation. No candidate before the 
convention represents an inflamed faction. 
No attempts have been made to dragoon the 
party into the support of any one man. No- 
body feels that any evil can result from the 
action of the convention. Of the ten or 
twelve candidates at the disposal of the 
body all are safe, popular men—with, per- 
haps, one exception. Hence there is no 
alarmand no furious excitement. It isa 
matter of history, however, that Cincin- 
nati never contained more strangers than 
at present, and the crowd in Music Hall, 
yesterday, was much larger than the one 
which gathered in this city-on a similar oc- 
casion four years ago. Music Hall holds 
7,000 people, and it was packed to its ca- 
pacity yesterday. No amount of lying on 
the part of the correspondent of a St. 
Louis Radical organ can change this fact 
nor turn aside the decree that the next 
President of the United States will be 
named at Cincinnati. 


SCHUYLER Collax has emerged from his 
hiding-place at South Bénd, Indiana, to say, 
in aletter written to the New York Herald 
that he never got that $1,200 from Oakes 
Ames. This is not the first time that the 
ex-Vice-President and moral lecturer has 
entered a general denial under this head. 
He did so seven years ago, when 
the tell-tale memorandum book was first 
opened, and as the people refused to believe 
Mr. Colfax then they will hardly believe 
him now, simply because he wants to aid 
in clearing the skirts of the present Re- 
publican candidate for President. If Mr. 
Garfield had not been nominated and there 
had béen no mention made of his name in 
connection with the Credit Mobilier 
swindle, it is hardly probable that 
Mr. Colfax would have gone to the 
trouble to make another denial of his own 
implicationin the guilt that has been so 
completely fastened upon him and Gar- 
field. He writes nearly a column to the 
Herald, and the only new point of defense 
he makes is in these words:

BRADLAUGH AND PARLIAMENT. 

The House of Commons to-day was crowded. 
Bradlaugh presented himself at the table 
and tbe Speaker iniormed bim in consequence 
of the resolution of yesterday he must retire. 
Bradlaugh wished to address the Speak- 
er. The opposition cried, ‘*With- 
draw.“ The Speaker informed Bradlaugh 
he must withdraw. Mr. Cabouchere moved 
that Mr. Bradlaugh be heard at the bar. 
Agreedto. Mr. Bradlaugh eloquently com- 
batted the resolution against him. He said 
it was unprecedented to condemn anyfone 
unheard. He argued against his 
beihg accused of atheism. He would 
not forego his opinions or claims te a seat. 
The House might expel him, but until he had 
taken his seat it had no jurisdiction. The 
House can not override the law which permits 
bim to take an oath. If an appeal should be 
necessary, as he hopes it will not be, it must 
be made. He asked the House 
to give him the justice which a judge 
would give him it appealed to. Bradlaugh 
was loudly cheered. The Speaker asked 
whether Bradlaugh should be called in to hear 
the pleasure ot the House. Sir Stafford 
Northcote and Premier Gladstone both thought 
no new case had arisen. The latter thought 
last night’s resolution was illegal, but submit- 
ted it as a decision of the House. Labouchere 
asked leave to move Bradlaugh be allowed to 
take the oath. Ruled out of order. Labouchere 
then moved to rescind last night’s resolution, 
but after some discussion at the request of 
Gladstcne withdrew the motion. Bradlaugh, 
having been calledin, advanced to the table 
and was informed by the Speaker of 
the decision of the House and was 
requested to withdraw. Bradlaugh twice re- 
spectfully refused to withdraw. Sir Stafford 
Northcote moved that the speaker be author- 
ized toenforce his withdrawal. The House 
then divided on this motion, Bradlaugh 
meantime standing at the table, 
and the motion was adopted—326 
to 38. Bradlaugh refused positively 
to obey. He was therenpon removed beyond 
the bar. He returned twice, declaring the 
House had no right to exclude him. It can 
only imprison him. Northcote moved that, 
Bradlaugh having retused to obey the Chair, 
he can be given into custody ot the Sergeant- 
at- arms. Gladstone, seeing no other means of 
giving effect to last night’s resolution, second- 
ed the motion.

PARIS, June 23.—Only two-thirds of the 
crops are reckoned on this year in the south, 
which last year had a full yield.

Bequests to the British Museum.

From the London Echo, June 7. 

The British Museum trustees have had a 
long time to wait for a large sum of money, 
which they knew must come to them some 

ay, and it has come at last. Fifty-seven 
years ago a barrister, named William White, 
or Bedford square, died, after bequeathing 
the bulk of his property to the trustees, who 
were to enter into possession upon the death 
of the testator’s widow. That widuwhood 
jasted from 1823 to 1879, and then the trus- 
tees received stock representing £63,941 135. 
10d., and dividends have accrued during the 
past year amounting to £1,206. The legacy 
duty came to £6,569; that has been the prin- 
bipal expenditure so far, and there remains a 
balance for the ensuing year of £57, 964. But 
beginning has been made in the application 
of this bequest to Museum purposes, and £618 
bas been paid on account forthe erection 
ot sheds in the inner quadrangle of the 
Museum for thereception of sculptures re- 
centiy housed under the Museum portico. 
The trustees intend to spend more of this be- 

est in Duilding. They purpose making a 
substantial addition to the southeastern side 
of the Museum and an extension of the gai- 
lery for the exhibition of Greek salpture, and 
the latter work is to be proceeded wiih at 
mee. The accounts of the Museum, ordered 
by the House of Commons onthe 21 instant 
forthe year ending March 31, 188), contain 
particulars of the administration of four more 
special funds. A bequest of the Earl of 

tridgewater amounts to £15,117 in 3 per cent 
onsols, which vielded, together with a bal- 
ance in hand, anincome of £769. This was 

ainly expended inthe purchase of manu- 
scripts and the sslary of the Everton librarian. 

be Farnborough fund of £2,872, with an in- 
ome of £184, was also devoted to the pur- 
hase of manuscripts, The Swiney fund of 
Ci, income £518, provides the salary of 
the lecturer on geology; and the Birch fund 
of £563, income £16 18s.

Olarence 0 Fallon was this morning stabbed 
by W. 8. Lipscomb, andthe doctors who were 
summoned last night thought the wound 
probably afatalone. The cutting affray took 
place at half-past one o’clock this 
morning on the corner of Olive street 
and Channing avenue, in the presence of a 
party of young men, all ot whom had been 
drinking, and none ot whom were able to pre- 
vent the affray. Lipscomb was at once ar- 
rested by Officer McLaughlin and brought to 


the Mounted District Station, from which ha 
was transferred to the Four Courts, where he 
is now in the hold-over awaiting a warrint 
Jor his transfer tothe Jail. The whole affair 
was so suddenly begun and so soon over, and 
enacted in the presence of so few peo- 
pie. that no rumor of the ght 
even was beard down town until after Lips- 
comb was behind the hars at the Four Courts. 
THE PRISONER’S STATEMENT. 

A PosT- DISPATCH reporter, uoxious to hear 
from the prisoner’s own lips the story of the 
affray, procured entry to the caiaboose at an 
early hour this morning, and after it was an- 
nounced to Mr. Lipscomb that a reporter wisu- 
edtospeak with him, he explained that he 
did not believe he had anv state 
ment to make. He is rather a 
small man, with a very good face and nattily 
dressed. Even a nigbt on the hard benches of 
the cell had not hada depressing effect on hi a. 
He took hold of the bars of the door and leaned 
upon them while he was talking, and evident- 
ly at first did not realize what a serious trouble 
is before him. 1 have had no chance 
to see an attorney,’’ he said, ‘‘and I think 
that Ihuve been very badly treated. They have 
refused to take bail torme, orto send mes- 
sages out for me, aud I don’t see why! am to 
be treated inthis way. I have done nothing 
more than he has. 

lou don’t seem to krow that O Fallon is so 
dangerously cut that fears are entertrined of 
his life?’’

He is very severe- 
ly hurt, and at one time this morning 
his father thought he was dying, but he rallied 
again and at noon to-day he was very mach 
better than he had been, se much better that 
every hope is now entertained of his recovery. 
A POsT-DISPATCH reporter who called at the 
house this morning was met by Mr. Ben 
O Fallon, the father of the wounded gentle- 
man, and was by him told the story of the row. 


Mr. O’Fallon had heard nothing ef the 
reference to Dr. Funkhou-er’s ear, vut he hat 
been told that a party of voung men who had 
met on Olive street, of which hie son was one, 
had quarreled about the races aad this troubie 
was the result. Mr. O’Falion went on to say: 
‘*When Clarence was first brought home I did 
nottbink the wound a very serious one, but 
a little while ago I texred he was dying. He 
fainted away and Ithought he was going, but 
he rallied and he is now strong and I think on 
the high road to heaith. He was badly but not 
severely cut, his vest being slit in half a dozen 
places, and there was every evidence that there 
had been a severe struggle.“ 

Did he say anything about Lipscomb?’’ 

es, he wanted me to go down and bail 
Lipscomb out. He repeated this over and over 
sgain, and said that the prisoner ougnt not to 
be held accountable for what he had done. 
He seemed much affected by the 
idea that his assailant was lock-d up 
in jail. He was wandering a littie and he kept 
recurring to this subject again and ms 
throughout the night. I think that he will re. 
cover, und that is the opinion of the doctois.’’ 

The docters werein the house at the time 
and they took a very hopeful view of the case. 
It is supposed that Clarence will recover and 
be about again after some time.

THE OLD RESERVOIR. 


The Work of Removing Its Sediment to 
Begin To-Day or To- Worrow. 


Some Account of the Manner of Accomplish- 
ing the Important Task. 


— —-— ——— 


Work on the removal of the sediment in the 
old reservoir, corner of Seventeenth and Ben- 
ton streets, will probably be commenced this 
afternoon or to-morrow. This is one of the 
most extensive and important engineering en- 
terprises begun by the city tor some time, and 


some of the processes employed 
are rather novel. The old reservoir 
was built about 1852 and was part 


of the city’s first system of water-works. It 
cost a large sum ol money, being constructed 
with a great deal of care, and was about as 
large as the present reservoir on Compton 
Hill. The outside walls were of limestone, 


and there was a lining of brick laid in cement. 
The bottom was also covered with cement. In 
those days there was no settling basin, andthe 
water was pumped direct from 
river into the reservoir, * 

it was often heavily loaded with 
sediment. The consequence was that the ba- 
sin soon began to fillup. Tbe new Water works 
were built between 1870 and 1873 and the old 
reservoirthrown out of use. It was found 
nearly ſull of mud and to-day looks like agreat 
bank or wound of earth surrounded by a strag- 
Eling, broken wall. Inthis condition it became 
u stumbling block to tbe city’s growth in that 
vicinity, and tor some time measures for its 
removal huve been earnestly considered. At 
one time so anxious were the city authori- 
ties to have the unsightlv mass taken 
away that it was proposed to give the ground 
to anvbody wbo would remove the walls and 
the accumulated sediment. Nobody teok 


a 
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kindly to the offer, and the city was left tue 
tesk of mukiny the removal itself or of allow- | 


ing the rvins to remuin. 
COL. FLAD, 

Presidentof the Bourd of Public Improve- 
ments, made some suggestion about the mat 
ter io bis last report. His recommendations 
were received with favor by the Municipal As 
relubly und the necessary amount ot money 
set aside for his uses. Col. Flad took the 
giound that ift the sediment could be removed 
fora reasonable cost, the ground remaining 
could be sold for a good sum and the city make 
a bandsowe profit by the operation. There 
ur- 2,000 linea: front feet ot the ground cover- 
ed by the reservoir, and this, when the work 
of removal, street grading, etc., are complete, 
will be, itis thought, worth 

ABOUT $40 PER FOOT, 
making a total value of something over 8100, 
000. The removal of the sediment and walls. 
the opening of the streets and tne laying of 
the water-pipes, it is estimated, wül cost 
something like $25,000. Tne removal ot the 
sediment alone will not cost over $12,000. It 
is easy to see, therefore, how a return is ex- 
pected tor the work now ein progress. 

It is proposed to remove the sediment bv 
Wuter-pover, something after the manner ot 
hydraulic mining in the West. An under- 
“round trough or wooden sewer was first 
built from the river to the reservoir, a dis- 
taice of 6,000 = feet. This is about 
nave inches square, and laid with one of the 
edges down, and through it the sediment is to 
be carried off by the aid of ranning water. 
There isa twelve-inch pipe and a six-inch 
pipe to supply the water. The smaller one is 
siinply to furnish water for wetting the clay 
orearth which has in some places become 
hard and packed, whiletheother is to supply 
two hose pipes with nozzles, and these are to 
be held by men while the water rushes through 
the m on tothe embankment. By this means 
the’ sediment is reduced to a very soft 
mud, which byachute flows off into a box 
where there isa kind of whirligigg that runs 
around 

WITH LIGHTNING RAPIDITY 
and completely pulverizes the jumps of clay 
that may remain. Out of this box the sedi- 
ment flows into the long 6,000 foot trough or 
sewer and toes to the river; 
Of course, this process will require 
avestamount of water, but as the Water- 
works belong to the city the expense will not 
be great tor theextra . It is possiole 
that there will have to a cessation of opera- 
tions during the very hot weather, because the 
cily at such times uses about all the engines 
can pump.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION, 
Which Establishes a Curious Precedent 
Relative to Trust Deeds 


Among the cases decide the Court of 
Appeals yesterday was one h the law of 
rea] property was comp ‘ely discussed. 
The caseis known in the history of litigation 


by the title ot John A. Watson against John 
G. Priest et al., and, as it has attracted 
the close attention of attorneys for 
some time, it deserves a wider publication 
than it has yet had. The court disposed of the 
matter by statingthat there were one or two 
vital questions Whose solution must determine 
the rights of the parties. 1. Where one 
conveys all the right, titieand interest of the 
grantor in[{the estate of his deceased father; 
will the convey ance cover an undivided inter- 


estin lands concerning which it is doubted at 


the time of the conveyance that the ancestor 
held any title—or even generally believed that 
he had none—but which lands are afterwards, 
by a series of adjudications, determined to 
have belor ged to the ancestor? 

2. Where one ot several tenapte in com 
mon is the beneticiary im a@eéeéd of trust in 
the nature of a mortgage, executed by one of 
his co-tenants oes his undivided interest in 
the lard, and all the tenants become parties 
toa partition suit, in whreh no mention is 
mace of the trust conveyance, can the cestui 
que trust, after the judament- and actual pur. 
tition ot the land, ease his trust deed to be 
forecloeed and enforced sgainst the lot set 
apart to the maker of the deed? 

The firtt of these questions must be answer- 
ed inthesflfirmative. ‘‘Conveyances ot land 
or of any estate or interest therein may be 
merce dy de ed executed by any person having 
authority to convey the same, etc.’’ This 
comprehensive provision does away with 
many ot the common law refinements and dis- 
tinctions about the transferable quality of 
interests in land. One might bave an interest 
in real estute, such as a contingent remainder, 
and yet could not in former times alienate it, 
because it constituted roestatein the land. 
Rut the policy of our statute regarding the in- 
quiry whetherthbere is or is not an estate to 
convey simply places the transtfereein the 
conditfon of the transferor as to any interest 
Orright that might be claimed by the latter 
concerning the land to which the conveyance 
refers. No mere tact of remote- 
ness, contingency or uncertainty ot ulti- 
mate enjoyment will render a conveyaace 
ineffectual, it there de a present vested interest 
in the grantor, which he might, now or here- 
after, call the courts tojprotect. The Court 
held tuither that when a legal title to real 
estate was merged in partition, it could net 
be reuched by foreclosure.
